Morrisville Twins End 40 Yr s. Teaching

Morrisville’* twin school teach­ 
ers. Mildred and Myra S. Arms, 
have retired. 
Their resignations were tender­ 
ed last night at the Morrisville 
School Board meeting. 
The faces which have been 
familiar to Morrisville’* fourth 


and fifth graders for the past 40 
years will no longer be seen, but 
not easily forgotten. 
Many people who have been ac­ 
quainted with Mildred and Myra 
Arms for 40 years are still un­ 
able to tell them apart. The twins 
had a professor in college who 
used to say, “Mildred, is this 
Myra? Myra, is this Mildred?” 


'Teaching has been our whole 
lives. We never wanted to do 
anything else and if we had it all 
to do over again, nothing would 
be changed.” 
Mildred Arms began ber teach­ 
ing career in Yardley 40 years 
ago where she taught for two 
years. She then joined her sis­ 


ter, Myra, in the Morrisville 
school system. 
The twins, who were born and 
raised in Riverside, Pa., were 
graduated from Danville High 
School in 1821. They then attend­ 
ed Bloomsburg Normal School, 
now Bloomsburg State College. 
Their teaching careers began in 
the faU of 1923. 


'The spelling methods I used in 
college, I still use today. I taught 
projects then and I teach them 
today. Certainly there have been 
changes but nothing drastic,” ex­ 
plained Mildred. 


While teaching the fundanmen- 
tals, they always tried to stress 
obedience to parents. 
Still Remeber Names 


The twin teachers feel that 
"children are born the same to­ 
day as always. Any changes are 
in the outlook of their parents.” 


The twins, who look, think and 
talk alike, list reading, spelling 
and geography as their favorite 
topics to teach but in college 
liked languages. 
"Over the years I taught an 


average of 40 pupils a year but I 
haven’t forgotten one of them. I 
can recognise and remember the 
first names of children I had in 
Yardley 40 years. They are al­ 
ways amazed, so I explain to them 
that after teaching them for IO 
months, I’m not likely to forget

2 Boys Find 
Man’s Body 
In Delaware 


Two Morrisville boys discover­ 
ed the body of an unidentified 
white man in bathing trunks float­ 
ing near a pier under the Tren- 
ton-MorrisviUe Toll

noon today. 
Thomas Reading, IO, of 242 Wash. 
ington St. and Robert Carree, 9, 
of 41 Moreau St., were trying to 
catch minnows between the piers 
when they found the body behind 
the fourth pier in the Delaware 
River. 
Autopsy Slated 
Police said there appeared to 
be no foul play and that presum­ 
ably the man died from drowning. 
However, police said they were 
still trying to identify him, and 
an autopsy will be performed to 
determine cause of death. 
The two boys ran to Morris­ 
ville police headquarters and no­ 
tified police. Police in turn called 
Union and Capitol View Fire Co's. 
Firemen retrieved the body. 
The body was taken to L o w e r 
Bucks County Hospital by the 
Union ambulance. 
A car bearing a New Jersey 
license plate was found near the 
swimming and fishing site, the 
boys said. 
The car found nearby was 
registered in the name of Erie H. 
Watson, 54, of 85 Pilgrim Park­ 
way, Ocean Grove, N.J. Another 
card gave an old address at the 
Rescue Mission in Trenton.

Police said a rescue mission of­ 
ficial, who went to the hospital, 
was unable to positively identify 
the man at 1:45 p.m. today. Police 
said they would now have to try 
and find next of kin, and check 
out finger prints. 
Tom Reading whose loth birth­ 
day is today, said the man was 
gray-headed, his face was blue 
and there was a little blood be­ 
tween his eye and mouth.

WILMINGTON, Del. (UPI) — 
Delaware Prison Director Harry 
A. Towers said today he would 
ask the state to put up 13,000 for 
the cost of a heart operation to 
save a prisoner serving a life 
term for murder. 
Towers said he would ask the 
state Budget Commission to pro­ 
vide the money and if he is re­ 
fused he will take it out of the 
funds allocated to his agency. 
“He deserves the chance no 
matter what he’s done or is sup­ 
posed to have done.” Towers 
said. 
The prisoner is Lucius Glover. 
36, an inmate at New Castle Cor 
regional Institute. Glover, sea 
tented in the fatal shooting of his 
wife seven years ago, has 
rheumatoid heart condition re­ 
quiring an operation on the heart 
valve. 
Towers said the operation is 
scheduled to be performed at the 
University of Pennsylvania Hos­ 
pital in Philadelphia next August 
since no hospital in Delaware 
equipped for such an operation 
Towers said he most likely 
would be criticised whichever de­ 
cision he made, to try to save 
Glover’s life or not. 
’But I’d rather be criticised for 
doing what I can to save the 
man.” be said. 
Towers said in addition to the 
$5,000 for the operation, money 
also will have to be provided to 
pay a minimum of two guards 
to accompany Glover to Philadel­ 
phia and remain there until he re­ 
cover*.
